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GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Secretary Gratz Hanly. just returned from a 
trip to New Orleans in the interest of the New- 
port spring meeting, makes the following state- 
ment touching the racing prospects of his track : 
“The prospects were never better than they 
are for racing at Newport this season. I have 
made arrangements for a special train of twelve 
cars to leave New Orleans for Newport the day 
after the close of the Crescent City meeting. 
The train will come north on passenger sched- 
ule time, and will arrive five days before our 
meeting begins. This will give them plenty of 
time to get rested up from the car fever. I now 
have applications from the old-line guard of 
owners, which includes the following well-known 
horsemen: Bob Tucker, 12 head; Captain Buck 
Franklin, 12 hoad; Ed Fitzgerald, 10 head; Si 
Hughes, 9 head ; Hardy Durham, 10 head ; Henry 
McDaniel, 20 head; W. M. Rogers, 25 head ; Texas 
Smith, 14 head; Dan O'Brien, 7 head; Bill 
Steele, 12 head; Tony Licalzi, 12 head. ’Gene 
Leigh and J. E. Seagram will send select strings 
to Newport. Leigh expects to have about 15 
head at Newport from his big stable of 58 horses, 
now at Louisville . 

“Seagram will send in charge of Mr. Charles 
Boyle five head of crack racers. This is the 
first time Canada’s representative horseman 
and sportsman has raced in this part of the 
country. There will be no lack of good jockey 
talent. While in New Orleans I had a talk with 
Mr. Fowler. He is in favor of an open ring, and 
if we can 6ee our way clear we will not have a 
syndicate ring. The presiding judge has not 
yet been decided upon. The associate judges 
-will be Messrs. Queen and Smith, ‘Curly’ 
Brown will do the starting. 

“I expect Mr. Fowler back by March 15, when 
final arrangements will be made for the meet- 
ing, which is to open April 8 and continue 
until May 19, inclusive, notwithstanding the re- 
port to the contrary.” 

In writing up the Eastin & Larabie horses 
now at Louisville the correspondent of a Cin- 
cinnati newspaper says: 

“Ben Holladay, now a magnificent looking 
six-year-old, is, of course, the star of the Eastin 
<fc Larabie string. The big bay son of Hanover 
and Mollie L. is the perfect picture of equine 
health, strength and good temper. As every 
one knows, he is one of the prominent entries 
in the Brooklyn aDd Suburban Handicaps. Mr. 
Wimmer says his royal charge is ia fine fettle, 
though, of course, he is weeks and weeks away 
from a race, having had no training yet beyond 
daily walks and rubdewns. He daily eats his 
11 quarts of oats and 20 pounds of hay, with 
an occasional allowance of ‘mash,’ with all the 
appetite of a horse in perfect health, and he is 
as sweet-tempered as a horse can be. Mr. Wim- 
mer says that Holladay, who is now taking 
things easy, preparatory to the active training 
which will begin in April, ought to show rare 
form thi6 year, as he never seemed stronger or 
healthier in his career. He will have a month’s 
hard work in Louisville, and will then be 
shipped, about the last of April, to Gravesend. 

“ ‘Ben Hulladay will be a mighty hard horse 
to beat this year in the all-aged division,’ said 
Mr. Wimmer, as he stood lovingly stroking the 
brown muzzle which the horse stretched out to 
him through the stable door. ‘He’s good and 
strong, and unless some accident happens to 
him in his training, he’ll be fit as a fiddle when 
the eastern racing season begins. 1 am going 
to go slow with him and am not going to take 
any chance by pushing him too hard in his 
work. I don’t think, though, that he is apt to 
meet with any mishaps in his work, as he’s a 
horse that takes to training just like a duck 
takes to water. He’s a great weight.carrier and 



a good stayer over a distance of ground, besides 
having a nice turn of speed. All hi9 races have 
shown that. And as for gameness, they don’t 
tarn ’em out any better than this big fellow 
here.’ ” 

Concerning training conditions and prospects 
at the New York tracks, the Sun of Monday 
says: “A visit to the training quarters at 
Sheepshead Bay, Brighton Beach and Grave- 
send yesterday found the trainers as optimistic 
as usual, but inclined to grow profane when the 
thermometer or barometer was mentioned. 
One of them probably voiced the sentiments of 
the rest when he said : 

“ ‘ We are doing the go-as-you-please act around 
the sheds, but it grows monotonous and we 
want to get out in the open. That the horses 
feel about the same way is shown when we take 
them out for an occasional airing on the boule- 
vard. Then they try to get the bit in their 
teeth, and on their return are ready to eat 
everything in sight. Physically, we have a 
sounder lot than in several years, but we are 
sadly handicapped by the weather. Still there 
is no reason to fear, so far, that we will not have 
our early candidates pretty nearly ripe when 
the bugle announces the opening of the eastern 
schedule at Washington on April 3. At the 
worst, we wili be in line at Aqueduct, while we 
cannot fail to be ready for Morris Park.’ ”

MAY RACE AT CLEVELAND. 

“The uncertainty regarding the baseball situ- 
ation in this city is reviving the talk of a local 
running track, and it would not be surprising 
if a company should be organized to build one 
here in the near future. A city like Cleveland 
if deprived of the kind of baseball that it will 
support will naturally turn to some other kind 
of sport, and there are those who think that the 
times are ripe for a first-class running track 
here. A city the size of Cleveland without a 
running meeting in its vicinity is something un- 
heard of in these times, and the only wonder is 
that someone has not recognized what an ex- 
cellent opportunity is atlorded here before,” 
says the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

“There has been much talk of a running track 
here and the ground has been frequently looked 
over by parties interested in the sport, but 
nothing has ever come of it. Now, however, 
the prospects are exceedingly bright. For some 
time a correspondence has been going on be- 
tween some well known running track pro- 
moters and parties in this city and the result is 
that in a few days some of those most inter- 
ested will come on here to look over the situ- 
ation. 

“H. H. Dargan, of St. Louis, is one of the 
prime movers of the project. He has been con- 
nected with some of the best tracks in the 
country and once before came very close to 
locating one here. H. T. Rodman, the local 
agent for Dun Sc Co., who has been interested in 
running horse enterprises with Dargan often 
in the past, has been looking over the local 
situation for him.” 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

The New York World says that the import- 
ant New York racing associations, Westchester, 
Coney Island and Brooklyn, have at last yielded 
to the demand by horsemen for increased values 
for overnight races. It is not probable that 
any official announcement will be made, but 
the fact of the increase will be evident when 
the program for the first big metropolitan meet- 
ing, beginning at Morris Park May 6, is pub- 
lished. A meeting of the officers of the three 
clubs, held about a week ago, considered the 
proposition that purses be raised, and decided 
that the prosperous condition of the turf in the 
east would jastify an increase of values. A 
new scale of values was agreed upon, but just 
what this is only the officers of the three race- 
tracks know. 

Apparently the relegation of the Lexington 
racetrack to a place in the list of things that 
were is not to take place immediately. The 
order of Mr. Charles Green to owners, trainers 
and jockeys having horses at the Kentucky 
Association course to vacate the premises by 
March 1 has been rescinded, and they will be 
allowed to remain indefinitely.
